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In Januaiy 1952 the Chinese Communist Foreign Language School in Peiping added 
three new languages to the curriculum; Malay , Indian,, and Arabic. Formerly 
only Russian, English, and Japanese were taught. The three new classes have 
enrolled more than 110 students * The curriculum also included studies' of the 
political, economic, social, and living conditions of the localities appropri- 
ate to those languages
